WHAT Is THE FUTURE OUTLOOK 
OF THE NEGRO IN AMERICAT 


Must Me Do as Others Hate Done or 
Silently Abide the Consequences! 


To Tur Voten or Mragroxs: 
Mr. Editor—Please allow me space 
in your valuable paper to set forth 
some bistorical facts as the basis of 
my argument and interrogatories. It 
has been said by one of the most 
learned men of the age —one with a 
broad and almost unlimited experience 
of things as they axe, that the Negro of 
Americs is imitative of the Caucasian 
race. Therefore, the Negro being 
imitative, now 1s the time for him to 
exhibit his imitativeness for liberty, 
for all races when oppressed with 
heavy burdens act to- relieve them- 
s6lves of their oppressiov.

The society is doing « noble work in 
behalf of the oppressed people of our. 
race. They deserve the co-operation 
and support of the entire people. The 
rich people of the entire world, Obris- 
tians of every land, hnmanitarians 
everywhere are being appealed to by 
the society to farnish the moans nec- 
exsary to pay the transportation and 
expenses of settling all worth 
of the race wishing to make Liberia 
their future home and unable to do 80 
within themselves. 

To make a success of their under- 
taking they will be compelled to spend 
considerable money in publishing and 
distributing literature, send leot- 
urers into the feld, blots 
bureaus of information, ete., before an 
interest can be fully worked u 

the people who are likely to donate to 
the canse of our freedom. 

Therefore, those desiring to go to 
Liberia should rally to the support of 
the society and lend them their full 
and hearty co-operation. It is the 
only institation that offers any 

tical relief from our present condition 
in America. 

Those who are able should pay their 
own passage, which is only $32 for 
adults and $17 for half rates. Thos 
who are not able to pay their own 
paS*age, bat who wish the society to 
vente as5istance for them, should not 
hesitate to send in their names and 


the society to promote the work in be- 
half of the people. 

Wo kuow the society to be laboring 
under great difficultles, but with only 
the success of their planus in view. 
They have undertaken «a great work, 
and one that will require much time 
and labor to accomplisb. They need 
the support of the people and should 
have it. Application for passage or 
a*»istance should not be made ons 
tay, expecting to start the next day 
[f you fail to avail yourself of this 
opportunity, yon neither deserve sym- 
pathy or help, and should remain in 
America.

In two years afterward our marrie« 
langhter died in child-birth. 

Last February our oldest daughter somehow imagined that she was 
afflicted with an internal tumor, and no persuasion could prevent her from 
aving an operation performed, which we told her would result in death, and 
m the 4th day of last March, one week after the doctors had experimented 
upon her at the hospital, where she worzp go, despite the protest of all of 
her friends, she succuumbed to the effects of the nnfortnnate cutting and 
carving of the doctors, while we were the best end of a thousand miles away 
from home. Onr late wife, who loved her devotedly, and who has not been 
well since we were married, nearly five years ago, took the death of Francis 
very severely, and we do not believe that she ever recovered from the effect 
of it, and from her death until Mrs, Turner expired, Jan. 10th, she appeared 
to fail and grow hopeless of remaining long on earth. When we reached home 
his last Christmas Eve and, as usual, came down from our study at 2 o'clock 
a.m., en route to Bethel Church to preach, as we have done for 40 years, Mrs. 
Turner was dressed and ready to accompany us. We said to her: Ton must 
10t go ont this morning, it is too cold and your health is too delicate; you 
unst remain in doors and take care of yourself; your doctor's bill is heavy 
enongh at best, etc. But she replied: This is the last Christmas morning 1 
will ever witness on earth, and I believe it is the last sermon that I will ever 
hear you preach, and I am going to church whatever the consequences may 
%; and to church she would go. And upon two occasions her sweet singing 
rang ont during the service in a manner and to an extent that made us feel 
$erions as we listened and thought of what she had said at the house about 
hat being the last Christmas morning che would ever again spend upon 
arth. However, she returned to the house and did not appear for the time 
to be injured, and during Christmas week she was more happy and cheerful 
han we had ever before seen her. She entertained all callers and presided 
in the home circle with that exalted dignity with which her edncation and 
talent had so signally equipped ber; but on December 27th she said that 
she must have 4 good rest and retired to her bed, but for a few days she 
would allow no doctor to be called iu. Sbe sav the necessity, however, and 
consented to see the family physician. January 4th we aid to her: The 
Fonference in Mobile will convene tomorrow, but I think we had better make 
ther provisions and remain with yon.” She replied by saying: Lou will 
do no such thing; I am in God's bands and yon are doing God's work. Go 
and meet your conference and attend your Master's business, and should we 
meet no more on earth, let ns meet where parting will be no more.” When ready 
o start we kissed her good bye, and when she observed signs of tears upon 
mr part she said: Ton are too strong to be so weak. Go and do your Mas- 
ter's bidding; I am in the hands of a just and mereiful Savior.” We took our 
leparture and remained at our post of duty till the doctor summoned us to 
her bedside by telegraph.

bilities of the exalted office imposed 
your suffrages upon me, your hum- 
ble, care-worn and heart-stricken ser- 
vant, to retire from your midst, possi- 
bly for ever and go in search of our 
brethren, in « distant and strange 
olime, and endeavor, by God's grace, 
to discharge such duties as will en- 
large the borders of our Zion and 
strengthen the forces of the A. M. E. 
Church; but this duty involves noth- 
ing that is novel or burdensome. 

It is a pleasure to make en effort, at 
least, to obey the command of our 
Lord and Savior, whose injunction is: 
„Go ye into all the world and preach 
the gospel. But we shall not start 
to South Africa that distant fleld— 
the objective point of our destination. 
undder the support and encouragement 
we had anticipated, for I am deprived 
of a wife, who would have kept the 
altar fires of prayer daily burning in 
the temple of God, in the interest and 
on behalf of our protection and safety. 
We had expected to leave Jan. 26th, 
but owing to the interception of death 
we «hall be detained a week or ten 
deys for the purpose of inspecting 
hundreds of letters that we shall not 
attempt a reply to, except in some ur- 
gent and nnavoidable cases, for it 
would take abont a dozen men to wade 
through them, and wx aro only one 
mau and can do only the work of a 
single man. 

We have a few advices, directions 
and orders which we shall leave with 
yon, and which, we trust, will be re- 
«pected, punctnally observed and 
faithfully obeyed: 

1. We invoke our brethren of the 
ministry, during the months we shall

Presiding Elder of the Birmingham 
district, Arch-Elder for the state of 
Alabama, and we do hereby anthorize 
the respective Arch-Elders to council 


and advise with the several Pre- 
siding Elders in the respective 
states degyignated in the event 
that such n contingency 


may arise as will necessitate the same, 
but, in the event an exigency or an 
emergent ontlawry should arise, the 
Arch-Elder of Georgia will call in

Far 3 Million Voters' Pledges. 


Brethren in the Ministry Some 
time ago there was a plan given me for 
securing a million voters' pledges for 
the overthrow of the liquor traffic on 
non-partisan lines. This plan is to 
circulate a pledge in our churches, 
reading as follows: 

We, the nndersigned, pledge onr- 
selves to vote in the year 1900 for only 
such officers of state and nation as 
represents à party that will put 
into its platform a plank for the 
annihilation of the liquor traffic, and 
the repeal of all license laws in the 
District of Columbia, and in every 
state and territory in the nation. This 
wo will do, providing a million others 
will do the same.“ 

Now, there 130,000 ministers in the 
nation and if 30,000 will secure 25 
pledges each, there are 10,000 tem- 
perance people that will join them and 
do the same. This will make a mil- 
hon. 

There are, according to statisties, 
4,200,000 willing to work on non-par- 
tisan lines, so when we have secured 
the million the death blow will be 
truck. 

This plan has been endorsed by five 
Bishops, your own among the number; 
also the presidents of three societies 
containing 5,300 ministers solid for 
prohibition; by a large number 03 
ministers in this and other cities; by 
Dr. Mann, the. head of the Good Tem- 
plars;.. Miss Willard, national presi- 
dent of W. C. T. U.; Dr. Dickie, pro- 
hibition chairman, and Rev. M. ©. 
Ward, president of Intercollegiate Pro- 
hibition Association. 

Four or five women have personally 
secured the signatures of 526 minis- 
ters. (This includes presidents of col- 
leges and seminaries, a few professors 
and stndents.) Now, if part of 
one Union can get 80 many, 
9,000 of them onght surely to average 
three apiece, and I believe there are 
more than enongh colored ministers to 
make np the rest. ;

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DEATH OF MRS. REV. JN TURNER 


Entered Into Rest Dec. 14, Mary EK. Turner, 
Belovea Wife of John Turner —Deceascd 
Was Born In Jackson County, Ininots, 
March, 6, 1822, and Was Therefore Over 
75 Years ON When She Died. 

Early in 1848 che went to Terre 
Hante, Ind., and was married to John 
Turner, thera *hoemaker,. in the same 
year. In April 1848, she received her 
first religious conviction and joined the 
A. M. E. church on probation under 
Rev. W. R. Revels; the following 
spring she was converted under W. J. 
Davis, and was baptized by Rev. Robt. 
Jones, her sister's father-in-law. She 
remained a bright and shining light in 
the church of her choice until her 
death, having been a member forty- 
nine years. She was an indentured 
slave under the Illinois laws until she 
was eighteen, hunt was freed much 
800ner through the instrumentality of 
Abraham Lincoln, then a struggling 
lawyer, boarding at her mother's house 
in Vandalia, III. 

In September 1851, Rev. Turner 
entered the ministry, aud for forty 
five years she was his right hand, as- 
sisting him in building many churches, 
and making snccessful the work done 
at the many charges they occnpied, 

Her educational advantages were 
limited, but she possessed au un- 
usually bright mind, eager for infor- 
mation, and all her life kept in touch 
with affairs of the day, and was 80 
unturally intelligent that she seemed 
well educated. 

Sue reatized the importauee of -edu- 
cation and gave active aid to its dis- 
semination, always assisting some 
struggling student or institution of 
learning. In 11863, when Wilber- 
foree University was in the experi- 
mental stage, receiving little notice or 
aid, she conducted a successful en- 
tertainment for it in Kansas aud for- 
warded to it $100 as the proceeds. Her 
only daughter, Su- an, died in 1880, and 
Sister Turner never recovered from 
her loss. For some years her health 
has been failing through rhenmatism 
and other ailments, and coustantly re- 
quiring more personal attention, she 
coneladed last year to go east to her 
relatives in Indians to be nursed by 
the women of her family, Her hus- 
band left her pleasantly situated and 
returned to his charge in the far west, 
only to be recalled in a few months by 
the startling news of the sudden fail- 
ing of her mind, brought on by a 
shock received by the bringing in of 
her favorite nephey, very ill, whom 
che supposed to be deid. Rev. Tur- 
ner was advised to her in the 
Indiana Central Sanitaritm, devoted 
exclusively to the treatment of insane 
persons. She was never violent aud 
the authorities of the institution said 
of her that ont of 852 patients she was 
the most pleasant, docile and interest- 
ing inmate. 

She had rational periods, aud on her 
husband's last visit to her she spoke 
sweetly of her abiding faith in Christ, 
and declared herself ready to go to 
her heavenly rest whenever the Mas- 
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non, from where she was taken to 
Paul's | for services. St. 
's Court of which she became a 
charter member forty years ago, had 
its usual rites, and the services were 
conducted by Bros, J. M. Wilkenson 
of Alton, and B. F. Watson of Quiney, 
who had been summoned by telegram. 
Rev. C. M. Mason of the Episcopal 
church assisted. She was laid by ber 
daughter in beantifal Bellefontaine 
cemetery and there she sleeps her last 
sleep.

The Age of the Bible, 


From The Chicago Chronicle. 

Scholars differ in opinion as to the 
date at which the books now fonnd in 
the New Testament were completed, 
says the Review of Reviews, but it is 
probable that this was accomplished 
not later than 130. Many centuries 
have passed since the formation of the 
Ole Testament, but the new was all 
written within a single hundred years 
The decision as to which books should 
be received into the new canon was 
not so quickly reached, for the earliest 
fathers of the church frequently quote 
from other gospele, such as one ne- 
cording to the Egyptians," or accord 
cording to the Hebrews,” and the 
Syrian church accepted some books 
not received by that of North America 
or the western church, and vice versa. 
There is a legend that at the first 
gcenmenical council of Nicacea, 325, 
copies of the Christian literature then 
current were” laid beneath the altar 
and the geunine books leaped out of 
the mass and ranged themselves on 
the altar. It probably contains a germ 
of the truth —that at this convocation 
if was decided that the books now re- 
ceived were apostolic or written nnder 
apostolic direction, and the others 
were spnrions, Be that as it may, the 


judgment of several generations of 
Christians certainly decided upon 
the value of these books as distin- 


guizhed from many others written at 
abont that time, or later, and the coun- 
cl of Carthage (397) is said to have 
fixed the canon. The word canon” 
was first used by Athanasius in the 
fourth century in the same sense of 
accepted“ or authorized, and 
Jerome and Angustine held the vresent 
New Testament as canonical.

Two states 
bave now disfranchised their Negro 
voters.

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DIKES IN THE STATE OF WASHING 
TON, TO PROTECT THE LAND. 


The Notes Wear Mud Sees When Plow- 
ing and the Soil I's Tremendounly Rioh— 
Tide Cates Along the Sea Shore. 


In this great western country, where 
there is so much wild land, where mil- 
lions of acres of soil have never fell 
the touch of the ploughman's share 
or the keen edge of the woodman's K 
it does not seem that it would be nec- 
eanary to reclaim land from the ses 
to obtain acres for civilization. But 
that has been done, and in Skagit! 
County, almost in the very north west- 
ern corner of the state, can be found 
cores of the nest ranches in the 
world, lying behind dikes built to keer 
out the sea and the overflows of the 
Skagit river, the largest stream that 
empties into the sound. 

This is the veritable Holland of 
Washington. In Skagit county are 
situated the famous Swinomish flats, 
the Beaver marsh, the Olympic marsh 
and the Samish flats, all surrounded by 
dikes ranging in height from 2 to 16 
feet. There are tide gates along the 
sen shore which act automatically, and 
which drain the land 80 perfectly that 
crops are raſzed on land below the sea 
level with safety. And such crops! 

For ages the big river has been 
bringing down the Hills the 'richest 
aediment, and there is really no bottom 
to the soll. If a farmer in the East 
plows a little too deep he turns up 
clay or rocks; if the Beaver marsh 
rancher holds his plow handle too high 
he simply digs up more of the rich 
loam that raises every year without 
fail such crops that the old ranchers 
of other zections cannot believe the 
stores. One hundred and twenty-five 


bushels of oats to the acre, a ton and 
a half of hops or five tons of hay, are 
common yields while all sorts of root 
crops give equally large results. 

In order to plow his land, which, of 
course, Is solf and spongy, the ranch- 
ers often put tuley shoes on their 
horses, the shoes consisting of wide, 
wooden blocks, to prevent the animals 
from sinking into the loam. 

There are at present eight diking 
districts in the county, and nearly 
every ranch of any size is in one or 
another of these dtstriets. Fully 100 
miles of dikes are in use in the county, 
and many of them are used also as 
roads. Very plicturesque are these em- 
bankments, in many places, as they 
wind around through the trees. When 
the Skagit is having a freshet the peo- 
ple turn out to watch their dikes, and 
by repalring them, save their lands 
from inundation. Sometimes a very 
high tide will go over a dike and cover 
a number of ranches with salt water. 
If the water does not stand too long, 
this does no particular damage. 

Ag there is nothing but saud and 
black loam to construct the dikes of, 
no permanent work has ever been done 
and cannot be until the river is 80 im- 
proved that it has a reasonably straight 
channel to the sea. Five or six forks 
or mouths discharge the water into 
the sound, and the delta thus formed ts 
excellent farming land. If the water 
should be confined to one channel thou- 
sands of acres of land would be re- 
claimed, and the danger of overflow 
reduced to a minimum, By this im- 
provement a magnificent navigable riv- 
er, teeming with fish and flowing 
through a wealth of timber and miner- 
al land, would be opencd up and would 
provide employment for countless 
numbers of people.

Skagit flats, let him go up and take a 
look at them. It will pay him if he 
wants to know all about the resources 
of his state. If he cannot afford 
take that trip, and wants to see some 
of the products of those diked fields, 
let him go down among the commis- 
slon houses in Seattle and look at the 
hay and oats which are brought from 
that favored region in steamboat loads.

Br, Helena, December 20.—In the Island 
of St. Helena, where the white Napoleon 
ended his days a prisoner to the Engllsh, 
a black Napoteon Is now ako a prisoner. 
It is a singular chapter of colncldences 
which seem to unite the fortunes, of? the 
house of Bonaparte and the house ot Cha- 
ka. Early in the century, when Napoleon 
was overrunnins Europe with his armies 
and dazaling the minds of men with his 
rentus, an English eaſlor gs wrecked 
off the African coast and wandered 
Zululand. 

He was taken before the young chief, 
Chaka, and to him he told of the won- 
derful outside world, of which the chiet 
had heard rumors, and as all the world 
was then filled With the name of Napoleon, 
he told of the rise of the Corstean ant how 
hs rag ronaered nattons and butt up 
for himse'f a great empire. The atory of 
Napoleon captured the fancy of Chaka, 
and he resolved to be an African Napo- 
leon 

Then began the rise of the great Zulu 
power. in. South Africa, and Chaka spread 
his conquests over great 
SubJugated neighboring tribes and built 
for himself an empire. It flourtshed unth 
It broke itself to pieces against the Eng- 
lish, just as the empire of the man whose 
name had inspired its building did before 
1 The empire established by Chaka 
stretched along the whole southeast Sn 
board of Africa, from Limpopo to 
Colony, and extended far inland.-

When the English landed in 
1824 the empire of the Amazulu was the 
most powerful in Africa. Chaka made a 
treaty with the English, allowing them to

Then 
began the struggle between the white min 
and the black man which was to end in the 
dexetruction of the empire founded by Cha- 
ka. Peace and war alternated, and all the 
time the Zulus lost ground. 

Finally, in 1883-44, the British felt bound 
to Wot out the Zulu power. Then it was 
that Cetewayo, the heir of Chaka, sum 
moned forth nis whote force aud turd 
his impis, or regiments on the Brittsh. 
At Isandulu the Zulus broke the British 
squares and routed the redcoats, but the 
end was the capture of the chief and the 
breaking of the Zulu power. 

In this war the house of Bonaparte again 
became mixed up with the fortunes of the 
house of Chaka. The prince imperial, 
grand nephew of the man whose example 


— — — 


had inspired the building of the empire 
of the Amazulu, went out to fight in the 
ranks of the English and was killed by s 
Zulu spear. In 164 Ceteways died and the 
quarrel was continued by his son, Dint- 
zulu. Dintzulu was conquered, and now 
he has been sent to Se. Helena to end bis 
days on the spot where the man whose 
example caused the building up of the 
black king's empire died. 


Big Retinue. 

As becomes the head of a great and wars 
ike Une, Dinizulu Is accompanied in his 
exile by a numerous retinue, His two un- 
cles, zeveral chiefs, a phys'clati and a cler« 
EYman, with their wives and children, 
make up a houschold as numerous as was 
that of the great Napoelon when at Ar. 
Helena 

The chaplain ot the royal exile is Paul 
Mittlmkula, a catechist“ from Cape Town, 
who was invited many years ago by Cete- 
wayo to come to Zululand and teach the 
people. He is called by the Zulu Doctor 
Paul.” He accompanied the exiles to St. 
Helena of his own accord. Dr. Wiltby, an 
Englishman, the phys elan to the ex- 
led household. All the Zulu attendants 
who walt on the exlles went to St. Helena 
of their own accord. 

Dinizulu speaks and writes English flu- 
ently, and iz a man of more than ordinary 
Intelligence. An effort is row belng made 
£0 procure the release of Dinizulu. It is 
argued that his return to his own people 
would convince them that the English in- 
tend to deal fairly unn them. But the 
British government would hardly dare to 
place again in the heart of the vallant 
nation of the Amazulu a man of the abllity 
and the bravery of Dintsulu.
